THE NEW YEAR 

Even the cynic must agree that it is in 
order on the present occasion to wish one’s 
friends and all the world “A Happy New 
Year.” Happiness is a relative term; and 
things being as they are any general 
change in the direction of better times 
must arouse more than a strictly logical 
amount of relief. Nobody surely can 
want 1932 to bring only a continuance of 
the conditions of 1931! 

Fortunately there are reasons to think, 
as well as to wish, that the coming year 
may see a definite turn toward improve- 
ment. The world has for two years been 
using up the gigantic commodity sur- 
plusses which helped to bring about the 
general stoppage of production, It must 
be supposed these embarrassing accumu- 
lations have in many cases shrunk to some- 
thing near the normal supply, and that 
industry in these lines will quicken. 

The question of scaling down repara- 
tions and war debts to payable proportions 
is now definitely on the program, and will 
be studied at an international conference 
toward the end of January. It is at last 
recognized that the world cannot achieve 
pre sperity while it carries an impossible 
load of debt. Reducing the load would not 

f itself restore normalcy to industry and 


r 
tr - but there is no hope of normalcy 
being restored until that reduction 1s 
made. 

The breakdown of the gold standard 
has served to remind the nations that 
trade means trading; that it consists es- 
sentially in the exchange of commodities; 
and that it is an impracticable theory that 


the world can be prosperous while every 
country pursues the fatuous policy of try- 
ing to market its products abroad while 
refusing to accept payment in kind. A 
movement toward the reduction of trade 
barriers may be looked for during the 
coming year, and in proportion as it suc- 
ceeds a stimulus to industry and business 
may be expected. 

What the Imperial economic conter- 
ence will amount to cannot be foreseen. At 
least it is a hopeful sign that the confer- 
ence is to be held. It can hardly do harni, 
even should it result as the last one did. 
And there is a widening recognition that 
the British nations can mutually improve 
their conditions to an indefinite degree by 
shaping their trade policies to encourage 
ithe exchange of their products. None of 
them has more reason than Canada to 
welcome any sane and well considered ar- 
rangements along that line. 

Deflation has been proceeding in every 
direction, and it may be supposed the 
economic system is now scaled down to a 
working basis. The boom is admitted to 
be dead. Paper profits are no longer the 
great and common object. The hope of 
getting something for nothing is under 


discount. Business concerns have been 
weeding out incompetence, cutting over- 


head and deleting extravagance. New 
methods are the order of the day, with a 
view to reduction in the cost of production 
and distribution, The process may not be 
complete, or carried out uniformly. But at 
least it has gone far enough to warrant a 
hope that the worst of the shocks have 
been absorbed, and that construction, 
rather than readjustment, will be the word 
from this on

The stability thus given to the national 
banking establishments was never more 
severely tested or more clearly demons- 
trated than under the strain of present 
conditions. 

Sir George was not blessed with the 
tact that makes friends of enemies. More 
often he made enemies of friends. As a 
political speaker he has had few peers, 
and no superiors in facility of expression 
or cogency of reasoning. It was given to 
him, as it is given to few public men, to 
long outlive the days of battle, and there 
are few who will recount their wounds and 
revive bitter memories at the news of his 
going. Among men of all parties and 


ranks he wili be recalled as a great Cana- 
dian.
